ſhe ſaw gointo the Houſe before the Marther done,no 
ſooner ſaw him again but ſhe vyas violently perſuvad- 
ed he vyasthe murtherer,and therefore running vvhilſt 
he ſtoqd in the ſhop to Squire Bl.ck ; vvho. vvas then 
at home, they got a Conftable, and apprehended him,

neither ſeeing aay perſon., nor hearing any . voice 
(he went jn,, where ro her greater altonuhmenr 
fhe found the body of the aforefaid VViddow Brown 
lying in che Parlor with her feet over the thre(h- 
old , with a Coverlid thrown over her , which 
made the firſt diſcovery of this Horrid Murther 
and Robbery , upon which coming forth ſtrangely 
Aﬀrigheed with this ſad ſpeRacle , the Neighbours 
queſtioning the reaſon of her affrighement , (he 
relating the cauſe , 12-0 as a Conſtable 
was ſeat for, who came as ſpeedily, Ar. which 
time one of the Eſquires Servants frem the Coun-. 
try , accidentally comming to fetch ſome neceſlaries 
he was ſent for, who meeting the Conſtable, and. 
feeing ſuch a Tumulr ar the Door was much afto-< 
niſhr , bur hearing what was done, he with the 
Conſtable was a ſpectator, not enely of that ſad 
. ſpeaacle of the Murther of the Houle-keeper, bur, 
alſo went with the Conſtable to obſerve what mil-- 
chief was further acted , and upon ſearch found-all 
the Doors and Locks broke open , as. aforeſaid: 
the loſs is no way to be comp:ted without the

Oh chart all theſc late ſad examples , which ſeve- 
ral. bave ſo lately ſuffered -che hand : of 'Divine and 
Huwane Juſtice for, might rake that good and 
everlaſting Rule , given co Iſrael upon chisaccount, 
might rake effe&t, which was that Iſracl of old, was 
therefore ſpearors of the hand of Juſtice , that ſo 
they might fee Juſtice execuced , and hear Sentence
